In response to the Office Action of October 27, 2004, Applicant in the above-referenced 
application hereby kindly requests reconsideration of the rejections contained therein. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-36 as being unpatentable over claims 
1-32 of U.S. Patent 6,733,774 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting. However, a Terminal Disclaimer is submitted with this Request for Reconsideration. 
Accordingly, the rejection has been overcome.
